German Soldiers Captured by Red Army Men Declare: 
‘We Were Deceived, We Did Not Want War Against USSK 


(Wireless to Intercontinent News) 


KIEV, June 27.—Red Army dispatches of interviews 
With captured Nazi soldiers reveal their dismay and oppo- 
sition to the present Hitler aggression against the Soviet 
Union, and their general antagonism to Fascism. 

-— “Up to the last moment we were told that there would 

be no war against the Soviet Union,” said one infantry sol- 
dier taken. by Kiev Red Army men. Another said that 
when the commander of his regiment announced that the 
offensive against the USSR was to begin, the German sol- 
diers were shocked. 

This soldier, a peasant, declared he did not like the an- 
nouncement as “I am generally against war and above all 


| 


war against the Soviet Union.” 

All these German soldiers were members of the 36th 
Regiment, Ninth Division, of Major General Freiherr Von 
Schleinetz, taken when Soviet infantrymen in the Kiev 
Military Area launched a counter-offensive. 

Here are some examples of reactions among captured 
German soldiers: 

Private K. is a peasant. He has a small household 
which he managed together with his mother. He was 
drafted into the army a year ago. He stated that the war 
against the Soviet Union came as a surprise for the German 
soldiers. Only a few days before the Company Commander 
had told the soldiers that Germany would not fight against 


the USSR. But 7 P. M. on June 21st at the company pa- 
rade, he announced that on the following day the offensive 
was to begin against Soviet troops. K. did not like this an- 
nouncement as he is “generally against war and above all 
against war with the Soviet Union.” K. asserts that he 
does not support fascist policy. Fascism, he said, is war 
and I know what war is. “Twenty-four years ago my father 
perished in the war. The same lot was in store for me.” 

The prisoner readily answered all questions and gave 
information about his unit. 

Corporal G. prior to mobilization was working as a 
waiter in a Marburg restaurant. He also heard with dis- 
satisfaction the news of the war with the Soviet Union.

Ukraine will prove to be Hitler's 
grave,” in the opinion of Jacques 
M. Lissovy, former colonel in the 
Russian Armiy during the World 
War,” who now resides in Chicago.

URGE DISMISSAL OF CHARGE 


The convention apparently en- 
dorsed this view by unanimously 
adopting a resolution urging At- 
torney-General Robert Jackson to 
dismiss the warrant against Bridges. 

It was exactly 11:20 P. M. when 
Kaufman demanded the floor on a 
point of special privilege and 
touched off a debate that continued 
for five hours thereafter. 

“While Harry Bridges was speak- 
ing on the FBI,” he began slowly, 
“a group of opposition delegates 

meeting somewhere in this hotel 
tried and convicted me secretly of 
being a ‘Communist.’

There was a moment of hushed 
silence on the part of the opposi- 
tion delegates, who had evidently 
planned to introduce the so-called 
evidence against Kaufman in bomb- 
shell fashion during the vote on of- 
ficers at today’s session. Finally, 
Wilbur Bade of Minneapolis, an 
anti-administration stalwart, spoke 
up.

BITTER STRUGGLE 


Thereupon started a bitter tug-of-

Do New Youkers Have 
The_Right to Read? 


¢ “What do you read?” is one of the com- 
monest questions of everyday life. It is the 
newsboy's casual query. 

But as used yesterday in the current 
witch-hunt against Mr. Paul Kern, president 
of the Municipal Civil Service Commission, 
it is taking on the ominous threat of a 
Gestapo third degree. 

Lawyers for the City Council’s “investi- 
gating committee” shouted and bullied their 
witness to try to uncover the sensational 
fact that he read the Daily Worker “regu- 
larly.” “Do you READ it?” was the hysteri- 
cal question again and again. 

Mr. Kern defended his rights as an Amer- 
ican to read anything he likes. The Council 
Committee is supposed to be investigating 
competence, not reading habits. 

The City Council’s witch-hunters appa- 
rently have no interest in assessing compe- 
tence. The presence of well-known Tammany 
hacks in the “investigation” tells every New 
Yorker exactly what kind of “competence” 
the investigation is interested in. 

But the investigating committee's 
bland assumption that it can issue dicta- 

torial decrees on what people shall READ 
strikes at the very foundation of freedom 
of the press. How can a press be free if 
the people are forbidden to READ it? 

Would the gentlemen of the “investigating 
committee” show any signs of shock if Mr. 
Kern read Coughlin’s pro-fascist Social Jus- 
tice? We doubt it. This nazified sheet was 
one of the inspirers of these “investigations” 
whose aim is really to restore the grip of 
the Tammany machine in civil service. 

This latest decision by city officals to 
interfere with what people READ—exempli- 
fied also in the Board of Higher Education's 
decision against Mr. John Ackley—is a 
symptom of growing tin-horn Hitlerism 
among certain of our local officials.

MOSCOW, June 27.—A first-hand graphie 
account of what Hitler has brought to the 
people in occupied-Poland was revealed in 
a letter from a Polish woman, who escaped 
the Nazi clutches and reached the haven of 
the Soviet Union, printed today in Pravda, 
official organ of the Communist Party. 

“The horrors of the Spanish inquisition,” 
writes Julia Barlitskaya, “fade before the 
brutalities against the Jewish population of 
Warsaw.” 

Despite the terror and the barbarism, 
says the letter “the hatred breaks through 
just the same. After performances in the 
movies, the walls are found covered with in- 
scriptions, verses, slogans, in which the 
Polish people curse their oppressors.” 

“T succeeded in getting out of Warsaw 
and came to the Soviet Union amfew days 
before the attack of brutal German fascists 
on the Soviet frontiers. 

UNDER THE FASCIST HEEL 

“Never throughout its history have the 
Polish people experienced anything like its 
present sufferings, The country has been 
trampled under the fascist heel. 

“The German fascists have plundered 
Poland, removing from the country every- 
thing they could—plant equipment, food- 
stuffs, various merchandise, underwear, 
clothing. The Warsaw stores were robbed of 
everything. These robbers shamefacedly car- 
ried off everything of any value from private 
homes, removing even oil-cloths from kitchen 
tables. 

“Warsaw's population is starving. The 
Jewish population is allowed a ration of 750 
grams of bread weekly. Sugar, meat, tea and 
many other products have long disappeared. 

“German fascists abuse Polish culture. 
Polish schools have been closed, the Polish 
population evicted from many Polish cities. 

“Warsaw is flooded with Germans from 
the central and western districts of Germany. 
The city is divided into three zones, German, 


Polish and Jewish. All three parts of the 
city are isolated from one another. 


DENIED MEDICAL TREATMENT 


“The horrors of the Spanish inquisition 
fade before the brutalities against the Jew- 
ish population of Warsaw. The Jews are 
subjected to forcible sterilization. The Ger- 
man authorities have forbidden medical 
treatment to Jewish children under three 
vears of age and over sixty. 

“On the city streets, I chanced to witness 
many heart-rending scenes. I saw a boy who 


incurred the displeasure of a German officer 
for something. The officer struck the boy. 
He then stopped, having seized upon an ‘apt 
idea.’ He summoned a Polish policeman, and 
under threats ordered him to beat the boy. 
The policeman was beating the boy, the side- 
walk was stained with blood pouring from 
his broken head and nose, while the officer, 
moving a few steps sidewise was photograph- 
ing this scene, probably desiring to send it 
to some newspaper. 

“IT saw how one old Polish woman was 
forced, for some ‘misdemeanor,’ to strip her- 
self nude. Before my eyes a German gend- 
arme shot one woman who failed to stop 
when ordered by him. It later proved that 
she was a deaf mute. 


INDESCRIBABLE POVERTY 


~ “It is hard to describe all the humiliation 
to which the fascist monsters are subjecting 
the population of Warsaw. I saw an old man, 
with bare head covered with snow, and tied 
hand and foot to a tree near the sidewalk. 
Passersby told that he was not quick in re- 
moving his hat when he met a German of- 
ficer.

“They are aware of this, they feel this 
hatred at every step.

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Thinned Nazi Sea Power Faces Greater 
Odds by New Soviet Naval Front 


(By. Wireless te Inter-Continent News) 

MOSCOW, June 27. — After 
twenty-two months of naval war- 
fare, the German Navy has suf- 
fered extreme heavy losses and her 
thinned sea ranks now face new 
disasters by “daring Soviet Navy- 
men aboard powerful Soviet ships,” 
Says an article appearing today in 
Red Fieet, official organ of the So- 
viet Navy. 

Pointing to the terrific naval loss 
in the destruction of the Bismarck, 
supreme Nazi warship, the Red 
Fleet article declares that English 
batterings of German bases and 
sinkings in the North Atlantic, have 


left Berlin with but three fit bat- 
tleships. 


The full article appears as fol- 
lows: 


“A new front, that against the 
Soviet frontiers, has been opene:) 
by the enemy at a time when he 
has the door in the rear closed, 
under conditions of fiery hatred of 
the neoples of Belgium, Holland, 
Norway, France and other coun- 
tries, enslaved by him. 


GREAT LOSSES 


“The material losses of the Ger- 
man armed forces are aiso greet. 
The war with England and waged 
on the seas, has caused a particu- 
larly perceptible loss to Hitler Ger- 
many. The German Navy, sma!) 
as it was, has now lost a number 
of vessels. 

“An analysis of the quantity and 
quality of losses suffered by en- 
emy naval forces testifies to the 
weakness of German fascism on 
the sea. Let’s examine the events 
of the last days of May when the 
newest German battleship, Bis- 
marck was sunk in the Atlantic. 

“It must be noted that the Bis- 
marck was considered one of the 
best protected of German battle- 
ships. And in reality it turned out 
that hits by two aerial torpedoes 
proved sufficient to make the ves- 
sel lose speed and control. This 
sealed its doom, for when motion- 
less the German battleship was 
surrounded by a British squadron 
and the Germans were unable to 
do anything to save their best ves- 
sel. 

3 FIT BATTLESHIPS 


“Of three 10,000-ton pocket-bat- 
tleships, one, the Admiral Graf 
Spee, was Sunk after a battle with 
British cruisers. Two battleships, 
the Scharnhorst and Gneisenau, cf 
26,000 tons each, were after a brief 
period of raiding operations in the 
North Atlantic, compelled at the 
end of last March to call at the 
occupied French port of Brest for 
replenishing their stocks and were 
blocked by the British. 

(The United Press reported 
yesterday that the 26,000-ton 
Gneisenau had been wrecked by 
a direct hit by a British bomber 
while in dry dock at Brest.) 

“As a result, fascist Germany 
now actually has enly three bat- 
tleships fit for battle: The Ad- 
miral Tirpitz, of the Bismarck type, 
and two pocket-battleships, whicn 
as the experience with the Ad- 
miral Graf Spee has shown, wil) 
hardly be able to withstand battle 
against fast enemy ships, even in- 
ferior armed ones. 

“The German navy is ig no better 
position as regards cruisers. 

“It would be a mistake to un- 
derestimate the enemy. It must 
be recognized that his cruisers, par- 
ticularly the heavy ones, have 
great speed, strong defense and 
long cruising range. Therefore 
they are fit for operations in th? 
ocean as well as in small waters 
Nevertheless, the losses suffered by 
the Germans during 22 months of 
War are very great and reduce the 
significance of their 
strength. 

CRUISER WEAKNESS 


“Of five heavy cruisers which 
Germany had in commission at the 
beginning of the Second World

War, and under construction, only 
one, ‘Admiral Hipper’ is now fully 
fit for battle. Of the two heavy 
cruisers, Seidlitz and Luetzow, 
which were under construction at 
the outset of the war, the former 
is probably ready to be put in com- 
mission. 

- ing the war, the Germans 
lost-ho less than five light cruisers, 

having perished during the 
Norwegian campaign. In service 
are apparently two ships of the 
Neurnberg type and two, 8,000-ton 
cruisers. 

“At present only one-third’ of the 
cruiser forces, which the Germans 
had at the beginning of the war, 
may be considered battle-fit. 

“At that time the German Navy 
had 22 destroyers in commission 
and 17 under construction, also 
about torpedo boats of 600 to 809 
tons each: In the battles for Nar- 
vik in April last year, the fascists 
lost 11 destroyers within three days 
During the operations at Gdynia, 
June, 1939, two destroyers were 
sunk. In additior they lost two 
torpedo boats. 

WIDENING NAVAL FRONT 

“This numerical weakness will 
be felt by the fascists still more 
now when they Nave several naval 
fronts and in conditions when in- 
tensified activity of the British air- 
forces, which have improved in 
quality, demands better protection 
for German transports. 

“In May, this year, the British 
sunk 257,000 tons of German ves- 
sels—two-thirds their own losses in 
merchant tonnage during the sam-* 
period. These figures are more 
than significant. 

“Every new means of warfare 
is of great danger only until the 
enemy has found new means to 
counter it. During the last World 
War, German sudmarines caused 
great losses to the British until 
anti-submarine methods. appeared, 
such as convoys, special submarine 
destroyers, etc. So in this war, 
German submarines and aircraft 
caused serious damage to British 
shipping only until the British 
naval air arm was strengthened 
numerically and qualitatively, and 
succeeded not only to reduce the 
results of efhemy operations on 
communications, but also to strike 
at his shipping.
